washington, March 7.—(Special.)—A cabi- 
act clicer, it is suid, is authority for chis 
potable statement, the accuracy of which 
would be questiened were it not for the 
source from which it cores.

extre session. The decision i3 ecrronrcous. 
Whether there will be an extra session or 
got depends upon circumstances. Thea 
public is not aware of tre fact that the 
president almost decided last Sunday that 
there should be an exita session. The sunp- 
ject Was concidered by the cavdinet. The 
immediate cause was the sundry civil and 
deficiency appropriation bills. The presi- 
' gent was very much disposed to veto both 
of therm. At one time he hed nearly ae- 
cided to co it, Yut he concluded that it 
would be better to allow the country to 
have rest for « time, and to wait the 
progress of cvyciits, and not to call an 
extra session. But, if there shall be a run 
upon the treasury gold, and the reserve 
shall be depleted in spite of the arrange- 
ment which has been made to protect the 
gold, the president, unquestionably, will 
eonvene the next congress as soon as that 
fact shall be made clear or probable.” 
This statement is of much significance, 
and the public will watch the treasury 
gold reserve with Increased intensity. 

‘No Change in Organization. 
Since the result of the last fall clections 
deprived the democrats of a majority in 
the senate, it has been a matter of specu- 
lation whether or not the republican being 
the plurality party would combine with 
the populists to oust the democratic or- 
ganization. In an interview with a Star 
reporter soon after the election, Mr. Peiffer 
Stated that the populists would combine 
with neither the republicans nor the demo- 
@ats, but that they would be willing to 
make a combination with the silver men 
' @ both parties for a thorough reorganiza- 
tim in the senate. He said then that the 
pepulists cared nothing about the officers 
w@ the body, put that they would like to 
@e the senate organized on a silver basis. 
Without a combination or organization, 
the republicans, though having more mem- 
bers of the senate than the democrats 
havé, would) be compelled to leave the 
nominal control of that body as it now 
is. There has been a great deal of specu- 
lation as to whether they would be willing 
_ tocombine with the populists. An answer 
to that question appears to begin in a 
Treolution which was a@opted just before 
the fifty-third congress expired. This reso- 
Wwtion was offered by Mr. Gorman, and 
‘was promptly adopted. It now develops 
- that the resolution was the result of an 
agreement between the republican and 
femocratic steering committees, and was 
obviously iutendiug to prevent just such 
a reorganization of committees as Mr. 
Peffer has had in contemplation. Ordi- 
harily, the committees expire with the ex- 
piration of congress, and are reorganized 
with the opening of a new congress.

GERRY WAS PUT OUT, 


Speaker Fish Had Him Ejected frem 
the House. 

Albany, 'N. sY¥., March 7,—Commodore 
Elbridge T. Gerry, of New York city, was 
put off the assembly floor in open session 
by Speaker Fish this morning, Gerry, 2s 
president of the children’s societies in New 
York city, is here in the interest of a whip- 
ping post bill, which was introduced at his 
request. The bill provides for paddling per- 
sons assaulting children under sixteen years 
of age. 

After the action of the speaker of the as- 
sembly, Commodore Gerry went over to 
the senate, when the senate unanimously 
extended him the privileges of the floor. 


FINANCIAL MEASURES. 
Number Submitted to the Fifty-third 
Congress. 

Washington, March 7.—During the last 
session of congress there were referred to 
the senate committee on finance a total of 
178 measures and documents of various 
kinds pertaining to the financial affairs 
of the government. Action of some kind 
was taken with regard to forty-seven, leav- 
ing 131 still standing on the calendar. 
Most important among the measures upon 
which the committee fatied to act may be 
classed the propositions to prohibit the 
future issue of bonds of any kind, the 
repeal of the state bank tax and to provide 
for the temporary deficiency in the revenue 
by the free coinage of silver.

Will Sail Tomorrow. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 7.—Three hun- 
dred negroes arrived here yesterday trom 
Arkansas, Louisiana and Mississippi, bound 
for Africa. They took trains for Savan- 
nah, from whence, on March 9th, they will 
embark on a vessel chartered by the Af- 
rican Steamship Company. They are trans- 
ported by the African Migration Socrety, 
each having paid $41, which defrays all ex- 
penses of the trip. Six thousand negrces 
are now puying their fares in advance. 
‘Ihe negroes who arrived yesterday are 
mostly farmers, though there are carpen- 
ters, blacksmiths and other craftsmen. One- 
half of them are women and children. 
‘hough they met yesterday for the first 
time they have agreed to form a colony by 
themselves. . 


Douglass’s Sons Make a Statement.’ 
Washington, March 7.—The sons of the 
late Frederick Douglass say that the state- 
ment telegraphed from Rochester, N. Y., 
to the morning papers of the country that 
there is, or has been, any antagonism be- 
tween them and their father’s wife, or his 
widow, at any time, is utterly false. That, 
if there has been any consultation with 
any one at any time or any place, in re- 
gard to any will of Frederick Douglass, 
their father, they have no knowledge. The 
estate of the negro liberator, it is esti- 
mated, will realize from $100,000 to $200,000, 
mostly in realty in Rochester, N. Y., and 
in this city. No will has yet been offered 
for probate. 


To Issue Additional Stock. 

New York, March 7.-—-The directors of the 
Postal Telegraph and Cable Company de- 
cided at their meeting on Thursday to issue 
$5,000,000 additional stock. A meeting of the 
stockholders will be held March 23th to au- 
thorize the issue. 


An Election Not Necessary. 

Lansing, Mich., March 7.—A new election 
to fill the vacancy caused by the nomina- 
tion of Lieutenant Governor Milnes as 
congressman in the third district will not 
be necessary. The statutes provide that 
the president pro tem. of the senate shall 
sucecced to that position, and Senator J. R. 
McLaughlin will fill the vacancy.

‘HE LIVED 100 HIGH. 


Rey. W. A. Newbold Says He Spent 
the Money on His Family, 


HIS SHORTAGE AMOUNTS TO $19,000 


The Secretary Has a Fine Home 
and Keeps Carriage and Horses. 


WHITE PUT AN EXPERT ON THE BOOKS 


a 


Overdrafts Amounting to $12,000 Were 
Found and $7,000 Interest Could 
Not Be Found inthe Assets 


New York, March 7.—The alleged defi- 
ciencies in the accounts of the American 
Church Missionary Society, and which 
have resulted so far in the secretary of the 
body, Rev. W. A. Newbold, severing his 
connection with it, promise to be brimfull 
of scandal. The deficit amounts to some 
$19,000, and the chairman of the finance 
committee, George C. White, made a siate- 
ment this afternoon in the matter, When 


he concluded it he declined to say whether 
Or not proceedings would be instituted 
against the alleged offenders. Mr. White 
Said: 

“I’m comparatively a new member of the 
executive board and in January last, at 
the meeting of the board, I was put in as 
chairman of the board. Upon looking into 
the duties of the Office I found that the 
books called for the cash balance in the 
hands of a trust company. I was informed 
by the treasurer of the company, H. S. 
Oakley, that there was an error in the ac- 
counts, as he had no such money in hand. 
I was afterwards informed that the genera] 
Secretary knew that there wus a dis- 
crepancy in the accounts some months 
prior, but did not inform the board at the 
January meeting. The treasurer was at 
once called on by me to produce his books 
of accounts and his own, and to show 
Where the difference existed. Also, in look- 
ing over the books, I discovered some mat- 
ters that seemed to be irregular and I im- 
mediately put an expert on the books. I 
brought him to the office and introduced 
him to Mr. W. A. Newbold, who was the 
general secretary, and directed him to pro- 
duce all books, voucners and papers he 
might ask for. There appeared to be sev- 
eral items in regard to Mr. Newbold’s ac- 
counts that required inspection. 

Got Too Hot fer Him. 

“At the end of a few days, Mr. Newbold, 
finding the temperature of the office get- 
ting too hot for him, sent his keys to the 
finance committee and announced that he 
had severed his cénnection with the society. 
The result of the expert’s investizaiion 
showed that Mr. Newbold had overdrawn 
from the society the sum of about $19,000, 
over and above the amount @ue him for 
Salary, and, furthermore, that moneys re- 
ceived ffom interests and other sources to 
the amount of about $7,000 he had fuiled to 
credit on the books, and the checks for the 
Same,were not deposited in the sociely’s 
bank account. 

“Mr. Newbo!d has confessed to four dif- 
ferent members of the society these defalca- 
tions and We also have a letter written by 
him confessing his crime and pleading, on 
the score of past service, for leniency, and 
claiming that he was obliged to take this 
money to support a large and expensive 
family. Mr. Newboid lived in a tine place 
at Montclair, N. J., which he states to the 
press he estimates to be worth $25.600, and 
also keeps horses, a cow and carriages. 
Mr. Newbold’s statement that he was al- 
lowed $1,000 for traveling expenses is in- 
correct, as all his traveling expenses were 
a proper charge against the expense ac- 
count. 

Secretary for Twenty-Six Years. 

“The house is mortgaged for about $11,000 
and he has expressed his willingness to 
deed whatver equity is in it to the society. 
He has been secretary for ‘weniy-six years 
and has always been most implicitly trusted 
by the officers and members of the board. 
The expert accountant has ascertained that 
for certainly the past ten years, and how 
much longer we don’t know, he has been 
systematically robbing the sacred treasury 
of the society.” 

Mr. White would not say who te mem- 
bers of the society were to whom Newbold 
is alleged to have confessed, nor would he 
produce the letter which he said had been 
received from Newbold. Rev. A. Kinsolv- 
ing, of Brooklyn, who has been appointed 
secretary pro tem., was present while Mr. 
White made his statement. At its conclu- 
sion he said: 

‘‘Please put down Rev. A. B. Kinsolving, 
who has been appointed secretary pro tem., 
as believing the above statement absolutely 
correct.”’ 

Treasurer Oakley was present at a private 
meeting of the board this evening. 


STATEMENT OF GENERAL SWAYNE 


Concerning the Dismissal of Oakley 
and Newbold. 


New York. March 7.—General Wagner 
Swayne, president of the American Protest- 
ant Episcopal Missionary Society, made 
the following statement this afternoon con- 
cerning the dispensing by that society with 
the services of Henry A. Oakley as treas- 
urer and the Rev. William A. Newbold as 
assistant treasurer and secretary: 

“T was present at the meeting of the 
executive committee March 5, 1895, and voted 
in favor of the resolution terminating the 
relation of the treasurer, Mr. Oakley, and 
of the general secretary, Mr. Newbold, with 
the society. The action of the committee 
was unanimous. With quite a full knowl- 
edge of the facts, I deem it to have been, 
as to each of the persons referred to, just, 
mild and necessary. The ground of the com- 
mittee’s action was, as to each of them, a 
separate accountability for moneys with 
which the other was not involved. Action 
was taken only after repeated and solicitous 
conference with each of them, extending 
over a considerable period and with every 
opportunity and invitation to each of them 
to relieve himself and the committee from 
the sorrowful conclusion to which the com- 
mittee must otherwise be driven by the 
facts. After the report of the subcommittee 
un finance had been read, a written attempt 
at exculpation on the part of Mr. Newbol:l 
was also read to the committee, and the 
fact was disclosed that Mr. Oakley had al- 
ready made a partial restitution. Enough 
remained as to each of them to make the 
action taken, in the judgment of those 
present, unavoidable.”’ 


ASSETS VERY SMALL. 


Statement of the Receiver of the Ply- 
mouth Rock Pants Company. 

Boston, Mass., March 7.—At a meeting 
of the creditors of the Plymouth Rock 
Pants Company today Mr. Miner, chair- 
man of the committee on investigation, ap- 
peared at a previous meeting of the cred« 
itors, stated that the assets of the concern 
nominally aggregate $1,012,000, while the 


liabilities amount to $1,170,000. In the items 


classed as assets, however, there is little 
of real value, and the statement was made 


by some of the creditors that it did ‘not 


seem possible that the company could 
pay 5 cents on the dollar. 

The receiver stated that all the assets 
had been swelled on the books, and were 
in reality very small. The available assets

AFLOAT AND ABLAZE. 


Hard Fight Against the Flames on 
the Transport Fern. 

Boston, Mass., March 7.—Fire started on 
board of the United States transport, Fern, 
during her trip from Philadelphia to the 
Boston navy yard, where she arrived last 
night, and it was only by many hours’ of 
hard fighting on the part of the officers and 
crew that the flames were kept from the 
magazine, where four hundred pounds of 
powder was stored. 

Tuesday night the Fern was off Highland 
light, near Cape Cod, when at 10 o’clock 
flames broke out in the captain's cabin. 
The fire spread with such rapidity that in a 
few minutes after the alarm was given the 
er.tire cabin was a mass of flames. Almost 
all the members of the crew were in their 
bunks in the forward part of the vessel. All 
hands were called and a systematic fight 
against the flames was begun, The stiff 
head breeze that was blowing, augmented 


by the motion of the vessel, caused a heavy. 


draft through the cabin and the flames con- 
tinued to spread. The powder magazine, 
in which was stored four hundred pounds of 
smokeless powder, was situated directly be- 
low the cabin, Lieutenant Commander 
Bicknell and his officers realized that it was 
a fight for their lives, Officers and crew 
were beaten back again and again, but ral- 
lied each time in the face of the fierce 
flame. A heavy sea was running and the 
rocking of the vessel added to the difficulty 
of fighting the fire. The fire burned through 
the upper deck and the flames, fanned by 
the wind, leaped many feet into the air, [It 
was several hours before the flames were 
under control and almost every one of the 
officers and crew was more or !ess scorched 
by the fire. 


SPINNERS AND CARDERS 


At Fall River Affiliate and Will Cre- 
nie a Striking Fund. 

Fall River, Mass., March 7.~—The Mule 
Spinners’ Association has 
ate with the carders’ union and the new 
move opened up a new era in trades union- 
ism in this city. The spinners’ union has 
not been gaining in membership for some 
time through the supplanting of mules by 
ring frames, but its large fund has been 
reserved and it still-retains a dominatin 
influence in the matter of wages in the co® 
ton trade. The present carders’ union has 
been growing powerful under conservative 
leadership and its membership has been in- 
creasing steadily. The affiiliation of these 
two bodies strengthens the hands of the 
operatives by combining a greater number 
of skilled employes. The basis of affiliation 
is the creation of a common fund from 
which members of the union will be paid 
during a strike or lockout. The membper- 
ship of the spinners’ union is about 750 
and that of the carders’ about 1,400. 

Strike at Trenton. 

Trenton, N. J., March 7.—Over three- 
fourths of the 700 employes in the woolen 
mills of Samuei K. Wilson quit work last 
night and this morning, because their em- 
ployer had not restored the second 10 per 
cent reduction to which they were subject- 
ed last summer. The striking employes de- 
clare that they were promised the restora- 
tion would take effect the first of the year. 


NEW INDUSTRIES SOUTH. 


Report of The Manufacturers’ Record 
for the Week. 


Baltimore, March 7.—Special reports to 
The Manufacturers’ Reeord covering the 
business interests of the south for the week 
show that cotton manufacturing matters 
continue to attract increased attention. 
Among the new cotton mill enterprises re- 
ported for the week is a $125,000 addition, to 
include 5,000 spindles and 200 looms, to a 
Griffin, Ga., mill. A mill company at 
Langley, S. ©., will build an entirely new 
mill with 12,000 spindles. A $100,000 company 
has been organized to build a mill at Cen- 
tral, S. C., and a $10,000 company for man- 
ufacturing cotton goods novelties at Rock 
Hill, S. C. New mills are reported at 
Prattsville, Ala.; Trenton, 8S. C., and new 
projects under way at five or six different 
points in Georgia and several in Alabama, 
North and South Carolina. A $50,000 com- 
pany has been organized to mine corundum 
in North Carolina and to manufacture 
wheels. A $50,000 construction company has 
been started in Florida; a $200,000 water 
works company in Texas; a $100,000 packing 
company at Rockdale, in the same state; @ 
$100,000 company to develop dock facilities qt 
Aransas Pass. 

Of miscellaneous enterprises the past 
week shows a smaller number than for a 
considerable time. In railroad construction 
matters work has been commenced on @ 
two-hundred-and-thirty-mile line in Arkan- 
sas, twenty miles having been let to con- 
tractors, and contracts for the balance are 
now pending, and new projects include +lec- 
tric roads in Louisiana and Alabama, forty 
miles of new steam railway in Florida, fic- 
teen miles in Alabama and Georgia, and @ 
ten-mile branch line in Alabama. 

Among the new building enterprises of 
importance for the week were a $27,000 
building to be erected at Newberne, N. ye. 
a new hotel and a $150,000 enlargement of an 
old one at Atlanta; a hotel in North Caro- 
lina; a $35,000 church and $20,000 society 
building in the same state; an opera house 
in South Carolina, and a large number of 
general buildings in various parts of the 
south. 

Quite a number of northern people are in 
the south looking for sites for manufact- 
uring interests and contracts .are pending 
for the location of several large cotton 
mills to be built by New England people. 
At least two of these will probably include 
the purchase of very large water powers. 


Frozen to Death. 

Mexico City, Mexico, March 7.—The mu- 
nicipal authorities for Zinacanlec, in the 
state of Mexico, have forwarded to the 
judge of Toluca the bodies of five unfor- 
tunate wood choppers and watchmen of 
the San Pedro Tejalpa farm. They were 
frozen to death during the recent cold spell 
which made itself generally felt throughout 
the country. 


Smallpox Record. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 7.—Six new cases 
and one death is the smallpox recond during 
the past twenty-four hours. Five new 
cases are colored people; the sixth a white 
woman; all located in a thickly settled 
neighborhood.

Erwin Speaks All Day and Then Does 
Not Conclude. 


TRYING HARD 10 SAVE HIS CLIENT 


One of the Brothers Is Guilty Be- 
yond All Doubt. 


HARRY’S LAWYER SAYS IT IS ADRY. 


The Attorney Contrasts the Conduct of 
the Two Haywards— Both Appear to 
Deserve Hangirg. 


* Minneapolis, Minn., March 7.—Mr. Erwin 
resumed his address for the defense in 
the Hayward trial this morning. He 
began: 


+ “What will you do with Blixt’s incredi- 


ble, unreliable testimony? You will place 
mo credence in it. If your minds have 
become morbid, the time has come to throw 
it off and judge this case in common and 
courageously. I want to call your atten- 
tion to matters of importance which the 
county attorney passed over with a simple 
wave of his hand. I am now endeavoring 
to aid you in determining whether the 
testimony of Blixt is incredible or not. 
Claus Blixt not only contradicted him- 
self and has been contradicted by others, 
but has given on the stand testimony of 
an utterly careless character.’ 

Again the attorney turned to the first 
Statement, showing the contradictions of 
several points, scoring Blixt again and 
again. 

“I go over these things not to spur you 
to act; I do not. doubt as to what your 
action will be,’’ declared the attorney, 
“but I read them before these people that 
they may see why you render such a ver- 
dict; so that they may see why you cannot 
accept this testimony. This is a case 
where it is admitted that Claus Blixt alone 
commifted that murder, or whether Claus 
| Blixt, with an unknown, did the crime. 
Cannot you see the danger of permitting 
Adry and Blixt to take you or me or 
Harry Hayward at their own sweet will 
and make us the mover or originator of 
acts of. murder? 

“Thes@two men who have attempted to 
»put on to Harry Hayward the authorship 
| of this crime must be held to be corrobor- 
Fated, or you must not believe them. In 
i defiance of the principles of the grand 
jury, Adry and Blixt have entered into 
collusion to piace this crime upon Harry 
Hayward, and the grand jury has violated 


voted to affili- | 


its principles and said to these men that 
ff you by your testimony can convict 
Harry Hayward you shall receive clemency 
and an innocent man shall hang. Do not 
let this self-confessed murderer and this 
Self-confessed accessory of the crime be- 
fore the ‘fact shift the responsibility of 
their guilt unless they carry credibility by 
their witnésses.” 

Then he reviewed the testimony of Ser- 
geant Getchell as to the position in which 
the murdered woman’s body must have 
lain, judging from the wheel tracks of the 
patrol wagon and the buggy, after the 
body had been taken away. 

Next producing the bundle of clothes, 
Mr. Erwin attempted to spring ghastly 
humor by remarking: “I feel that in 
selecting this sealskin sack that I have 
betrayed my feminine instincts.” 

The point, however, was wholly unappre- 
ciated by the spectators, who rather look- 
ed horrified at such an attempt at wit 
amidst such solemn surroundings and cir- 
cumstances. Mrs. Naegel’s testimony as 
to hearing the two shots and the scream 
was characterized as but the slight evi- 
dence of a _ delicate, sensitive, refined 
woman, 

It developed this morning that, in case 
of a verdict convicting, Hayward, the state 
will move an immediate sentence.

Well, we won't tear it any more. Now, 
what rent the veil? It was the blow that 
cut the lip. It was a haminer or a revolver 
or something. It was that blow that rent 
the veil. Was it before cur after death? 
Let the blood answer. It flowed, here it is 
(holding by its clot the rent interstices 
‘of the veil.) Here is violence before death. 
Here are the clothes of the murdered wo- 
tran. There is dust on the front of the 
skirt. Just as Erhart’s brother told you. 
It is in accordance with Blixt’s first staite- 
ment. She slipped out and did not fall. 

“I want to call your attention,” said Mr. 
Erwin, in the closing part of his address, 
“to the exact similitude of Adry’s and 
Blixt’s evidence, word for word, almost. 
Blixt says Harry came to him in Septem- 
ber and Adry says it was in November, 
to kill a woman for $2,000. Why did Adry 
place it in November? He -warted to 
ascribe another motive to Harry; that’s 
wry.” 

The testimony of both men that Harry 
had spoken of killing cripples was chara:- 
terized as monstrous. Their testimony rel- 
ative to the killing of three others was de- 
clared to be hard to counteract if it were 
not so silly. This woman, constantly in the 
receipt of food and drink from Harry and 
being with him constantly, 
reasonable that he would tell anybody else 
if he was going to kill her. 

Mr. Erwin continued: ‘‘You saw the two 
boys on the stand. You saw Adry’s unfilial 
conduct on the stand. You saw the father’s 
tears on the stand as he told of how the 
irsane boy attacked the virtue of his moth- 
er. Which is thé conscienceless brother?’ 

Mr. Erwin will conclude his address to- 
morrow.

SUSPICION OF FOUL PLAY 


In’ Connection with the Disappear- 
ance of Mr. Bache. 


New York, March 7.—No news has yct 
been received concerning the whereabouts 
of the Rev. @ohn Owen Bache, the New 
York manager of the Union Central Life 
Insurance Company, of Cincinnati, who 
disappeared last Thursday. Lawyer Robert 
J. Hare said this morning that he had 
acted as lawyer for Bache. ‘‘He called on 
me,” he said, “last Thursday and asked 
me to sue the makers of the notes men- 
tioned in the papers. I do not remember 
the amounts of the three notes. The notes 
were given to the company, and Bache, in 
accordance with his custom, had had them 
transferred to his account and had given 
his own notes in exchange. I cannot un- 
derstand the case at all. Bache was such 
a methodical man. He never smoked nor 
drank, and was always so precise in all 
money matters.”’ 

The case of Dr. Boyle, who accompanied 
Bache from New York to Boston on the 
Fall river boat, is nearly as mysterious 
as that of Bache. He can give no good 
account of his movements, and he arrived 
at home yesterday in an exceedingly ‘ner- 
vous condition. Dr. Boyle insists that 
Bache tried togget him to drink out of 
a bottle of liquor while in his stateroom 
on the Boston boat, and threatened to 
turn him out when he refused. Boyle is 
the only man, in the opinion of President 
Patterson, who can explain the mystery. 

“It is a question with me whether he is 
telling the truth or not,” said President 
Pattison. “I believe that he thinks he is. 
His condition, however, is such that but 
little weight can be attached to anything 
he says. I am convinced that foul play 
is the cause of Mr. Bache’s absence.”

DROWNING OF DR. COTTRELL. 


Seized with Vertigo While Fishing 
in Florida. 


Tavares, Fla., March 7.—A most deplora- 
ble accident occurred yesterday in the 
drowning of Rev. Dr. Joseph B. Cottrell, of 
Russellville, Ky., who for some weeks has 
been visiting his stepson, Hon. H. H. Dun- 
can, circuit court clerk. Dr. Cottrell was 
standing on a half-sunken barge en the 
shore of Lake Daro, whither he went to 
enjoy an afternoon’s fishing, when he was 
seized with an attack of vertigo, to which 
he was subject, and fell with his face down 
into the lake. There was no one present 
to rescue him and the unfortunate man, in 
his unconscious condition, was drowned al- 
most in sight of home. Every possible ef- 
fort was made to resuscitate him in vain, as 
the body had apparently lain in the water 
an hour or more before it was discovered. 
Dr. Cottrell was a member of the Kentucky 
conference, a prominent Methodist minis- 
ter and was well known throughout the 
southern states. 


OAKS ON TRIAL. 
Charged -‘with 


Trying te Bern a 
Ship. 

New ‘Orleans, March 7.—The case of 
Peter Oaks came up before Commissioner 
Wright this morning. It will be remem- 
bered that Oaks was arrested some time 
ago on the charge of an attempt to ship 
burning at South port. A vessel was lying 
there loading with cotton, and it is said 
that Oaks was seen secreting combustible 
material in one end of a bale of cotton 
that was to be stored on board the ship. 
The first witness called was Willian Van 
Manean, a watchman of the wharf at 
South Port. He testified that he did not 
know Oaks personally, and saw him for 
the first time on the day of his arrest, 
He saw Oaks walking up and down the 
wharf, and finally saw him put his hand 
down into a barrel of water and thrust 
his arm up and down several times, and 
then continue to walk around the tiers of 
cotton. Witness’ suspicions were aroused 
from the man’s peculiar actions, and he 
consequently Kept a close eye on his every 
movement. Oaks was seen to stop by a 
bale of cotton and finger with its end, 
and a few minutes later walked away by 
way of the down-town railroad track. Van 
Manean further stated that he immediately 
went to the particular bale of cotton that 
Oaks had been seen about, and examined 
it. He found a package of stuff wrapped 
up that was supposed to be combustible 
material. He at once began a search for 
the man and met Oaks on the railroad 
track and asked him to return to the 
office. Oaks offered no resistance, but did 
not ask what was wanted with him until 
some time later. He was put under arrest 
after reaching the office. Several more 
witnesses are still to be examined. 


BLOOD CLOTS IN THE HEAD. 


A Boy Dies While Chloroform Is Be- 
ing Administered by a Student. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 7.—(Special.)— 

While John Ellis, a medical student, was 

administering chloroform to Lack Holly, 

a twelve-year-old boy, previous to a sur- 

gical operation on his foot, the boy died. 

As Holly was merely suffer‘ng from a nail 

stuck in his foot, anaesthetic poisoning was 

thought to have produced death. This caus- 
ed excitement in medical circles. On the 
post mortem examination, however, clotted 
masses of blood as large as eggs were 
found in the heart. 

Will Probably Stay in Jail.

When rear- 
rested his bondsmen in the murder case 
gave him up and upon application Le was 
brought to Knoxville.

calculated to throw light on the situation, 
Where the rebels are known to have @ big 
force, the’ government asserts that they 
were secured by enforced drafts from the 
villages. Advices from Banta Clara are to 
the effect that it was Spanish troops who 
retreated and not rebels after the engage- 
ment at Mount Agas and moved toward 
Colon, All eyes are now turned towards 
San Domingo. Every available Spanish war 
vessel on the east and south coasts is 
watching for the expedition led by Maxi- 
mo Gomez, from San Domingo, Undoubted- 
ly a movement is impending in that direc- 
tion only a short distance from the Cuban 
coast. Feeling is growing against Julio San- 
quilly, The Cubans will kill him if released, 
It is said he betrayed Manuel Garcia to his 
death for $600, The presence of a leader 
of ability would undoubtedly intensify mat- 
ters greatly, Rumors of the war are hurting 
this city and Havana greatly and keeping 
away visitors and trade. There is nothing 
to fear around Havana. 

The Herald’s Santiago de Cuba dispatch 
says: “The revolution is not formidable 
here, The movement seems to be confined to 
the interior and is decreasing. In Santiago 
property holders are opposed to the move- 
ment. The instigators* are non-residents. 
The government is confident of suppressing 


the uprising.” 


BRINGS IMPORTANT NEWS. 


Arrival of a Cuban Insurgent at 
Tampa. 

Tampa, Fla., March 7.—Edward Laborde, 
who was arrested at Havana when the 
revolution broke out, arrived here tonight.

Pcrt Tampa, Fia., March 7.—Captain Pe- 
ter H. Hanlon, of. the steamer Olivette, 
which left Havana at 1 o’clock yesterday, 
mange excecdingly light of the insurrection 
in Cuba. 

“Up to the time of our departure yester- 
day,” said Captain Hanlon, “the rebellion 
was being fought mostly in the newspa- 
pers. From the usual quiet that prevailed 
in Havana when we left,-we were greatly 
surpriced upon reaching Key West to read 
in the New York dailies of the desperate 
fighting that was being done in Cuba. We 
know nothing of it in Havana other than 
that an engagement had taken place in the 
eastern part of the island between the 
insurgents and governmeat troops and that 
the former had been driven into the moun- 
tains.

The Proposition of the Electric 
Power Company Heard. 


CAUSED MUCH APPLAUSE THROUGHOUT 


———— 


Routine of the Meeting and What Wit 
Probably Be the Result—The Fu]! 
Plans of the Work Outlined. 


Representatives of the Atlanta Electric 
Power Company appeared before the com- 
mittee on electric lights of the city coun- 
cil yesterday morning and made a com- 
plete explanation of their plans and in- 
tentions as to developing the enormous 
water electric power of the Chattahoochee 
river, a3 outlined in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, 

The council chamber was comfortably 
filled with members of the city council, 
and other city officials and citizens, and 
the meeting was quite a lively one. 

The manufactures committee appointed 
by Mayor King, the Chamber of Com- 
merce committe: and th? manufactures 
committee of the council were present, and 
participated in the discussion at the meet- 
ing. 

Mr, J. H. Vall, of New York, 
of the new company, who is 
engineer of it, exhibited ail of the plans 
and designs of the contemplated work, and 
went into a full explanation of ths com- 
pany’s objects end intentions. 

Mr. Vail was introduced to the committee 
by Captain E, F. Howell, who said that 
My. Vail was not there for the purpose of 
contending with any other electric com- 
pany in the city, for the city lighting con-. 
tract, as had been stated, but for the pur- 
pose of explaining the objects of the At- 
lanta Electric Power Company, and to ex- 
hibit the plans by which they proposed to 
develop the immense electric water power 
ef the Chattahoochee river. 

Before proceeding with his explanation 
of the objects of the company, Mr, Vail 
exhibited to tig committee, and the au- 
dience, the drawings and designs of the 
contemplated work, going into ua detailed 
explanation of them as to the feasibility 
and possibility of carrying out the work 
as outline® 4: the designs. A full descrip- 
tion of the dam, power house, generators, 
means gf conveyance, and other details 
of éhe project was given in an interview 
with Mr. Vail in yesterday’e Constitution. 

“The gentlemen who are associated with 
me in this project have been making in- 
vestigations of the possible water power 
te be attained in the Chattahoochee river,” 
said Mr. Vail, “for a period dating back 
about forty years, as to the rise and fall 
of the river, rainfall, dry weather, etc., 
all of the investigations being based on 
reliable reports and statistics preserved by 
the United States weather bureau. From 
these investigations we have fully de- 
termined that the enterprise can be suc- 
cessfully accomplishec, and that it 18 ab- 
solutely practicable. The company hus ap- 
plied for a charter, and a large amount of 
the capital has already been enlisted, and 
we will be prepared to proceed with the

the committee, Mr, Vail stated that he

Mr, Inman said that if Judge Hopkins 
would make the statement that the compa- 
ny would come and build the plant as out- 
lined, that he was willing to wait and 
give it an opportunity to make bids on the 
city lighting.

“I have no more doubt of the good faith 
of the company or that it is its fixed pur- 
pose to build the plant as described, than 
I have of my existence, I have valued the 
interests of Atlanta above all other things 
under the heavens: it is my town, and I 
love it. I say that this is the biggest thing 
ever offered to Atlanta and the gentlemen 
interested in it are entitled to a hearing, 
We must keep abreast of the valance of the 
world, and enterprises of this kind should 
be encouraged. 

“In one year’s time the company will be 
able to light the city at a much less cost 
than you have ever paid, You will not be 
wasting a cent by waiting a year before 
making a long contract. But the city could 
afford to waste the amount suggested that 
would be saved by making a long contract 
now, which, 1 believe, is said to be $15,000, 
for the prospect of getting the enterprise,’’ 

Mr, Bell said that the committee would 
like to have a definite proposition from the 
company. 

Judge Hepkins said that the company had 
not had an opportunity to make a proposi- 
tion. Bids had not been advertised for and 
the public had no information as to what 
was being done in the matter.

City Electrician Harper was called in 
and asked for an expert opinion cn the 
quality of the light being furnished the city 
by the Georgia Electric Company. There 
was no way of knowing the exact amount 
of current the lamps were consuming. 
Some of the {mcandescent lamps were 
black, as stated by Mr. Vail. Where were 
twenty-five or thirty new ones in the city. 

Mr. Morris Slattery, of the Edison Fhono- 
graph Company, said that he did not see 
how the price of electricity could possibly 
increase, nor why it would uot be ad- 
vantageous for the city to make a brief 
contract until the new company had had 
au Opportunity to get their plant 'n shupe. 

Mr. Morris Brandon Appears. 


Mr. Morris Brandon, attorney for the 
Georgia Electric Light Company, gaid that 
he did not come to the meeting to deter 
any enterprise, but to look on and he pre- 
pared to take necessary steps shruld one 
come that would compete with comi- 
pany. Mr. Vail had made an attack on 
the efiiciency of the service being furnished 
by his company. His company was of- 
fering the city cheaper rates than it- was 
now getiing and that he thought it was a 
jittic out of place to attack his company. 
Mr. Atkinson did not oppose the new com- 
pany. He challenged it to come und meet 
the offer made to the city for a Jong ccn- 
tract, 

Captain Howell replied to Mr. [randcn, 
Stating that the Atlanta Electric l’ower 
Company was not ready to make a bid 
at this time but would be in a year, 

Mr. J. C. Hendrix suggested itnat the city 
reserve the right in its contracts with 
the Georgia company to either pit its ewn 
Wires on the poles of the (ieorgia com- 
pany or to allow any other company to 
do so. 

Judge Hopkins said that he hoped the 
matter would have the attention of the 
council. His company had not intended to 
Say anything to reflect on the committee 
in any way. The last thing they would 
eo would be to criticise the court that was 
Boing to try them. 

Mr. Vail suggested that if the commit- 
tee would ask for bids and specifications, 
and would give his company a reasonuble 
time to consider the matter, he was able 
to stute that the company would submit 
&% proposition for furnishing a sufficiency 
of light by the Ist of July. © They «gould 
not furnish the light from the proposed 
Plant by that time, but would be abie to 
make a temporary arrangement until the 
Chattahoochee river plant could be erected. 

After some further discussion the ccm- 
mittee stated, by Chairman Campbell, that 
it would take the matter under considera- 
tion, and the meeting then adjourned. 

A large number of prominent citizens were 
present, and much interest was munifested 
in the outline of the company and its 
projects.

A ROUGH VOYAGE, 


Arrival of the Istrian at Newport 
News—Left Liverpool January 24th. 
Norfolk, Va., March 7.—A special from 
Newport News to The Landmark suys: 
After being out forty-three days, the 
steamer Istrian came up to her pier this 
morning at ’ v'clcock with 2,200 tons of car- 
go from Liverpool, Captain Creamer gave 
your vorrespondent the following history of 
his long voyage: 
“We left Liverpool at midnight on thé 
24th day of January and had very severe 
weather coming down the channel, being 
obliged to carry our pilot to Waterford is- 
land, as it was impossible to land him at 
the Liverpool pilot station, on account of 
the heavy weather. The storm continued 
till the 27th, when we had it (air till. Febru- 
ary 2d, when we again encountered a heavy 
gale from the northwest, lasting nearly 
three weeks, it being 69 severe at times 
that my ship was obliged to stop and we 
were.at the mercy of the seas We were 
then six hundred miles from Permuda—cn 
February l10th—for which point we were 
making, as there were only about 8 tens of 
coai on board, and we were burning 35 tons 
a day. Up to the 20th we experienced the 
most severe gales, and the slorm wag in- 
describable. For five days we had no fire 
at ail, If we had kept up sicam during the 
weather and had tried to make Bermuda 
Wwe would hever have got into port. Un the 


to stop, letting our fires go out again. At 
midnight on the 23d the ship started again, 
The wind being in our favor set all availa- 
ble sail and put every man to work break- 
ing up between decks, bulkheads, cargo, 
batting spars, hatches and any available 
wood, On the morning of ths 26tn we reach- 
ed Bermuda with the lasc stick of wood 
burnt and could not possibly have pone ten 
miles further, Considering the very severe 
weather the Istrian encountered during the 
voyage and the fact of her having to stop 
during the worst of it, and nut being under 
control, proves her to be a -.tanch and sea- 
worthy vessel, notwithstanding what has 
been published to the contrary. Her cargo 
is in good condition and you can see she ‘S 
none the worse for wear, Her engines are 
good and the chief engineer is worthy of 
praise for the manner in wiuich he handled 
Tr.

Suicide of a Bank Officer at Grafton,

AYATT LAID 10 REST 


Fort Valley Is Grief-Steicken at His 
Tragic Death. 


HIS FRIENDS INVESTIGATE THE CASE. 


They State That They Will Appeal to 
Governor Atkinson—Great Indigna- 
tion Expressed at Hyatt’s Home. 


Fort Valley, Ga., March 7.—(Special.)— 
The remains of Mr. Judson Hyatt, who 
was killed by Sheriff McAllister at Fort 
Gaines Tuesday night, were laid to rest 
at Oak Lawn cemetery with Masonic hon- 
ors here this morning at 9:30 o’clock. Mr. 
Hyatt was a membe:> of Ivanhoe com- 
mandery No, 10 Knights Templars. The 
funeral services were conducted by that 
order, the past grand eminent commander, 
Roland B. Hall, of Macon, officiating. Mr. 
Hyatt was loved by all here and the ‘funer- 
al procession was the largest ever seen in 
Fort Valley. Macon, Perry, Marshallville, 
Montezuma and Oglethorpe were repre- 
sented. 

The scenes at the home and at the grave 
were sad, indeed. Mr.» Hryatt’s heart- 
broken widow and small children and his 
aged father and mother were overcome 
with grief at his sad death. A dozen of 
Fort Valley’s leading citizens went down 
and met the corps yesterday at Americus 
and returned with it on the afternoon 
train. At every station crowds met the 
train to express their sorrow at the death 
of this good man. 

Messrs. Henry Harris and Frank Houser 
went to Fort Gaines yesterday to investi- 
gate the affair. They returned today, and 
Mr. Harris said to The Constitution's cor- 
respondent: 

“We investigated the affair and found 
that McAllister had gone to the hotel in- 
toxicated, and, hearing a noise in Hyatt’s 
room, went to it. He tried the Knob, but 
found it fastened. McAllister pushed the 
door open and after a few words shot 
Hyatt down. When Hyatt was found he 
was lying near the door with a pistol 
near his right hand. The belief of the 
best people of Fort Gaines is that it 1s a 
case of cold-blooded murder. We then 
went before Judge Scott, of the county 
court, and asked for a warrant for the 
arrest of McAllister, Mr. Houser making 
the necessary affidavits and offering the 
necessary fee, but the judge refused to 
issue the warrant, saying that he regarded 
the verdict of the coroner’s jury as a 
judicial proceeding and further preliminary 
trial was unnecessary. This matter will 
be brought before Governor Atkinson and 
he will be asked to take steps in the 
matter. Scott is a good friend of McAllis- 
ter and is related to him by marriage.” 

The people here consider the action of 
the Fort Gaines authorities as an outrage 
and they feel that Mr. Hyatt was cruelly 
and cowardly murdered. Every effort will 
be made to bring McAllister to justice. 


A CONFIDING FATHER. 


Money to a- Stranger to 
Keep for His Son. 

Augusta, aG., March 7.—(Special,)—Young 
Tindale, a son of a Macon hardware mer- 
chant who had been home spending his fur- 
lough, arrived in Augusta this afternoon 
from the Central City on his way to join 
the government dispatch boat Dolphin, Now 
lying at the national capital, Tindall is an 
apprentice in the navy. He was accompa- 
nied by a man named Simpson, who was 
known by Tindall as quartermaster on the 
cruiser New York, They met in Macon and 
on leaving there this morning, Tindall’s 
father gave Simpson $30 to keep for ais son, 
On arriving here they bought tickets to 
Washington , city and boarded the 3:30 
o'clock train, While the train was going 
out, Simpson jumped off and disappeared. 
Tindall, upon missing his companion got off 
and went to the police station and reported 
the matter. Later it was learned that 
Simpson had left the city tor Savannah. 
Tindall wired home to pis father of the 
piracy and he soon after received money by 
dispatch, He left tonight on his way to 
Washington. Efforts ace being made to 
capture Simpson.

Populists and Republicans Ratify the 
Division of Spoils. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 7.—(Special,)—The 
1¢publicans and populists. held & joint cau- 
cus tonight to ratify the division of spoils 
which the populists and republicans have 
made. The republicans hold on to their 
tuo code commissionerships and Otho Wil- 
scn, populist, is railway com missioner, 

The republicans get the second position at 
the penitentiary, W. H. Kitchen being 
rade its head, and it is agreed that they 
exactly divide the patronage of: the peni- 
tertiary and of the Atlantic and North Car- 
olina railway. They propose to take hold 
of this road next September. The Dill 
changing its charter provides for the e’ec- 
tion of a state proxy by this legislature 
and is So drawn that it puts control of the 
road in the state proxy’s hands, The state 
boards of education met today and sent to 
the senate the names of John Graham and 
J. E. Fowler, populists, and J. O. Wilcex, 
republican, as trustees of the normal and 
industrial school for girls at Greens>oro. 

In the legislature today unfavorable re- 
port was made on the bills to punish boy- 
cotting by railways, it being found that the 
railway commission has ample power as 
to that matter, A favorable report was 
made in the house on the senate Dill to es- 
tablish a reformatory for youthful crimi- 
nals. ‘Bills were passed to prevent prefer- 
ences by insolvents, and to require pro rata 
settlement of debts; to amend the charter 
of Wilmington and continue its present ad- 
ministration until 1897, A bill to amend 
Paleigh’s charter passed the senate 27 to 
15, eight populists and one republican vot- 
ing nay with the democrats, Bills passed 
the house appropriating $100,000 annually for 
the Western hospital for the insane at Mor- 


acylum here. There. was intense interest in 
the debate in the house.on the senate bill 
appropriating $10,000 to complete the con- 
federate monument, It: passed its second 
reading 60 to 38.

A Card from Dr. Hawthorne. 

Editor Constitvution—The people of this 
country need not to be told that while I 
respect the religious feelings of Roman 
Catholics, and earnestly protest against 
any attempt to proscribe them, I have no 
sympathy with many of their doctrines and 
practices. In the face of my public record 
the person who questions my fealty to 
Baptist principles is either deranged or 
hopelessly stupid. ‘ 

My Baptist principles require me to de- 
fend any religious sect that is subjected to 
unlawful and unrighteous warfare. The 
wandering ‘‘ex-priest’’ is evidently only a 
hireling of that secret, oath-bound political 
organization which is seeking to establish 
a religious qualification for citizenship and 
office. Such a provision in our state and 
federal constitution would imply that it is 
the function of the civil government to de- 
termine for its subjects what is the true 
religion. Against that infamous doctrine 
Baptists have been protesting since the days 
of Constantine. Any man is a fraud who 
calls himself a Baptist while he invokes 
the aid of civil: authority to overthrow any 
religion. 

My Baptist principles reauire me to be 
decent and honorable.There are some things 
in the creed and policy of Methodists, Pres- 
byterians, Episcopalians, Congregationalists 
and Lutherans to which I cannot subscribe.

The Britannia had the windward position 
as the yachts crossed the line, which they 
did in this order. Corsair, 10:02:10; Britan- 
nia, 10:05:05; Aisla, 10:06:10.

The score in rounding the 
home mark at the iinish of the mist round 
was: Britannia, 11:56:00; Ailsa, 11:57:10; 
Corsair, 12:10:50. 

The finish of the sevond round was: 
Britannia, 1:10:30; Aisla, 1:11:30. 

The final round was: Aisla, 2:21:40; Britan- 
nia, 2:24:30. 

The Aisla crossed the line two minutes 
and fifty seconds ahead of the Lritannia. 

The harbor was filled with boats of 
every description, from warships to the 
humblest craft, containing interested and 
enthusiastic witnesses of the races. 

_The Aisla has proved herself a wonderful 
boat. Her performance today, tae first day 
she had had her racing sails on. was mar- 
velous.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 


Mr. H. Kerr, of Huron, S. D., editor of 
The Southern Immigrant, @ paper pub- 
lished in Chattanooga in connection with 
an immigration bureau, visited Atlanta on 
business this week and while here made 
some startling statements with reference to 
conditions in the northwest and the whole- 
sale desertion of cities out there by people 
who are moving southward. These state- 
ments are more striking, coming as they 
do from a gentieman who resided for many 
years in South Dakota and who was instru- 
mental in catrying thousands of people 
from*the eastern states to the far west. 
Among other things, he said: 

“T have just returned from South Dakota, 
where I spent three weeks, and I find that 
the people are more than ever interested in 
the south and more determined to leave the 
west. in the neighborhood of Huron, 8. D., 
the hot winds of the last few years have 
dried everything up and the people have 
found it very hard to subsist. Two years 
ago Huron was a place of 5,000 people; now 
there are not more than 1,800 remaining, 
and a yéar hence I believe there will not 
be more than 900. In some of the townships 
of that section of the state there are not 
people enough left to hold a legal election. 
It is a wholesale emigration and the move- 
ment is southward. At present they are 
coming to Louisiana and Mississippi, but 
my effort is to turn the tide toward the 
Piedmont region, as I think it is a healthier 
locality. I know this because I have been 
in the west and now live in Chattanooga. 

“T have been in the immigration business 
for many years and have made it a study. 
The movement of great masses of people 
is a peculiar thing. It is useless to try to 
turn the tide. My first work was in taking 
immagrants westward and I have studied 
the question myself and have discussed it 
with the land commissioners of many of 
the western roads and they agree in the 
same opinion. The tide was started to the 
northwest by the action of the govern- 
ment in opening up land practically free. 
The stream was turned that way and for a 
long time it was impossible to carry an 
immigrant south of a certain parallel of 
latitude. Then we thought it was all right 
and the country would sustain them, but 
within the last few years the crop failures 
have been alarming and the people have 
suffered great distress. This, more than 
the cold, is the cause of the movement 
southward. 


“Tt is fortunate for the south,’’ he con- 
tinued, “that you are holding your exposl- 
tion this year, at a time when the tide is 
turning this way. Thousands of people in 
the far west will take advantage of the 
low rates and come south and they will 
come for good. I have a number of colo- 
nies arranged for and have been selecting 
land for them.recently. I find that Geor- 
gia offers excellent opportunity for this 
work, as it is easier to secure large quanti- 
ties of good land at a reasonable price in 
Georgia than it is in East ‘Tennessee. 

“There is another thing which will bring 
tens of thousands of people to the exposi- 
tion, and I hear of this everywhere in the 
far west. The old soldiers are coming to 
see the dedication of Chickamauga park. 
That will do more than anything in years 
to cement the fraternal spirit now growing 
up between the north and south, and I have 
no doubt that 50,000 soldiers of the Grand 
Army will be present at Chickamauga park 
on the opening day, the 19th of September. 
Many will come with the intention of find- 
ing homes, and nearly all of them will 
come to the exposition. This expogition, if 
it keeps on at the present rate, will rival 
the world’s fair. I never saw anything 
like it. As far as I have been in the ex- 
treme northwest I have heard of the expo- 
sition and heard of people who were coming 
to see it. Recently I printed a cut of the 
grounds and you would be surprised to 
Know how much interest it has aroused.” 


Mr. William Elroy Curtis, who is a co- 
worker of 'Gene Field on The News-Record, 
and who was for a long time commissioner 
to the South American republics, was in 
the city on Wednesday, having reached 
here from Washington on Tuesday night.

The Trial Begins.

He had seen Hunter go to Mrs. Smith’s 
in a hack with a bundle or two. He did 
not know about Mrs. Smith’s character. 
The neighbors thought that Hunter had 
no right to go there so much. Mrs, Smith 
had kept house for her husband before she 
married him. 

L. E. Floyd, of East avenue, said 
that he lived on West Fair street last year, 
next door to Mrs. Smith. He had seen 
Hunter there five or six times a week. 
Hunter carried bread there for one thing. 
On cross-examination the witness adinitted 
that his wife had had some disagreement 
with Mrs. Smith about some rock-throwing 
by the children.

J] have attended 
Mrs, Lou Smith. She was a poor and 
needy Woman and was never able to pay me 
for iny visits.

Mr. Colville asked Dr. Vinson if it was 
true that he had been seea in a compromis- 
ing position with Mrs. Smith by Mr. J. LD. 
Johreson. 

“No, sir, it is not true,’’ replied the wit- 
ress. 

“Is it true that you have. been mad with 
Mr. Johnson for a long time because he 
saw you with Mrs. Smith in her room ?”’ 
asked Mr. Colville. 

“I never got mad with Joh"son until he 
told a lie about me and a man’s wife, the 
scoundrel,’ replied Dr. Vinson. “A 
lady came to my office one day after medi- 
cine and Johnson saw her anda started a 
false report about it.”

Mr. MoManahan resided near Mrs. Lou 
Smith for two years. He had known her 
five years. He thought Mrs. Smith was 
ean exceptionally good woman, and that she 
was not an improper character. He had 
heard Mr. J. D. Johnson say that Hunter 
went to Mrs. Smith’s too much, 

W. J. Dester, a United States mail car 
rier, was sworn and said he knew Mrs. Lou 
Smith. He bad lived near ser. So far 
as he Knew she was a good woman and 
deserving of a great ‘eal of credit for 
caring for four children. She was re- 
garded as an irvalid in the neighborhood 
and needed assistance. 

Mr. Rice on Jumbo. 

Frank P. Rice said that when he 
first went into office he was opposed to 
Jumbo Hunter. He investigated Hunter, 
and found ‘»im tos be a competent and hon- 
est officer. Mr. Rice was chairman of the 
firance con'mittee of the council and in 
that office came in contact with Hunter. 
He had found him alert, active and always 
ready to serve the city’s interest. The only 
objection he ever had to Hunter was thit 
he made too many petty cases, and he had 
often asked Huntter to stop it. 

Deputy City Clerk Charles Rice said that 
in fiis position in the city clerk’s office he 
had found Hunter to be square and honest 
in every respect. 

Ex-Councilmen Middlebrooks and Garrett 
and Dr. Samuel Hape testified that they 
had known Mr. Hunter many years and 
had always found him to be honorable, up- 
right and efficient in the discharge of his 
duties. 

Mrs. Huntley; a middle-aged widow lady, 
who is almost blind, was assisted to the 
stand by Warden Hunter. She said that 
Mr. Hunter had always been kind to her 
in her need. 

Mrs. Smith on the Stand. 

Mrs. Lou Smith, the principal personage 
in the investigation, was then put on the 
stand. She told her story in‘a straightfor- 
ward manner, but in a low voice. ‘I have 
been sick six years,’’ said Mrs. Smith. “and 
have been in need of assistance much of 
that time. My husPand and stepson died 
and left me with four children. Mr. Hunter 
helped me several times, mostly in getting 
work for the children. He never brought 
anything to my house himself, but always 
sent things when I asked for them. He 
might have sent me one orwo coats among 
other (things, but I never offered to gell 
them. i have done all I could for my chil- 
dren, bus Pave been obliged to ask for as- 
sistance, as I was sick and am sick now.”’ 

Attorney Colville said that he did not 
care to cross-examine Mrs, Smith and she 
Was excused. 

The committee then, at 6:15 o’clock, took 
a recess until 7:30 o’clock for supper. 

The Night Session. 

Mr. W. W. Turner, superintendent of 
the Atlanta Charitable Association, was 
the first witness at the night session. Hun- 
ter had an office in the association head- 
quarters and he always attended to his du- 
ties with promptness. He kept regular of- 
fice hours and worked in an efficient man- 
ner. He devoted his entire time to his 
duty. , 

Mr. Hogue, a nephew of Warden Hunter 
by marriage, testified as to Hunter's good 
character and regular hours at his home. 
He was always at home at nignt. Mr.

turned into the hands of City Treasurer 
J. R. Collins, who had signed the receipts. 
Hunter also exhibited his stub receipt book

| had given a receipt for the tickets sold 
to the students to Montgomery. 

‘Shoemaker came to me one day and said 
that the students were poor and did not 
have enough money to get home on. I 
agreed to give them the benefit of the 
city’s rate and turned the $7 they paid me 
for the tickets over to Mr. Collins. I sold 
the tickets on the statement of Mr. Shoe- 
maker—that the students were deserving 
and in need. They had got stranded here, 
he said, and I knew nothing to the con- 
trary. 

“I was walking on Walker street and 
saw Mr. Cook and another gentleman. 
‘hey had a girl with them whom they 
Said they had found wandering about. 
I told them I would take charge of her 
and put her in a good house for the night, 
I started to take her into Mrs. Smith's 
house. When we got to the gate a negro 
drayman drove up and holloed in a loud 
voice, asking me about some street number. 
‘The girl was a green country girl, and 
when the negro came up she ran off down 
the street. I thought she was scared and 
I ran after her. EF caught her and took 
her to a private boarding house, as well 
as | can remember. 1 don’t know what be- 
came of the girl after that night, but think 
that some gentleman at Folsom’s restau- 
rant took charge of her the next day. I 
did not take her to any improper house. 
1 Geom’? remember where 1 took her the last 
time.”’ 

Hunter said that the colored undertakers 
had agreed that he should have 25 cents 
of the fee for burying paupers for hack 
fare to make investigation of the cases. 

Tells About Mrs. Smith. 

“About three years ago my attention 
was called to Mrs. Lou Smith’s condition. 
She was sick and needed help, which I ex- 
tended. L got two of her girls positions 
and at various times sent her provisions 
and clothing because I thought she needed 
them. 1 have never had improper relations 
with her. She is a good woman and a 
deserving one.

The attorneys for both sides agreeing to 
waive argument, the committee retired to 
Mayor King’s office and made up their ver- 
dict.

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‘WORKED THE BANKS 


A Deommer Works the Towns of 
Middle Georgia. 


BOB LEWIS, OF SPARTA, SAW HIM. 


The Headquarters of the Sharpors Are in 
Atlanta-The Detectives Are 
Hot on Their Tracks. 


Some small towns of middle Georgia have 
recently been worked by a Jew drummer 
with bogus checks. He is the exponent of 
a big swindling game worked by experi- 
enced sharpers who have headquarters in 
Atlanta, and who started out with well- 
defined plans to flood the state with worth- 
less checks. 

He sailed under several different names 
and purported to be a representative of the 
kK. Rose Liquor Company, of this city. 

The Game As It Was. 

The crooks did not work without a 
scheme. They had made elaborate prepara- 
tion in the shape of artistic letter. heads, 
and a very sly letter was written under it. 
The letter head had the name ‘Robert 
Rose, dealer in wholesale liquor, cigars etc.” 
On the other side of the page was printed 
the names of different fine grades of whis- 
ky and called attention to the special 
brands in which thé real Mr. Rose deals. 

Instead of locating their house at 12 Ma- 
rietta street, the sharpers named 23, 25 and 
27 Marietta as their place of business. 
These are the numbers corresponding to the 
doors of the new building now being erect- 
ed near the corner of Marietta and Broad 
by Mr. T. Jefferson Coolidge. 

A letter would be written to the bank 
of a small town saying that the representa- 
tive of the firm would visit that place ina 
few days and ask that the checks which 
he made out be cashed. Some of these 
letters which have fallen into the hands of 
Captain Wright, chief of detectives, give 
the drummer different names. Lee Strause, 
Samuel Sterne and H. Freemont were all 
used. 

And Now Comes the Drummer. 

In accordance with the letter came the 
wily drummer. He was nicely dressed and 
had an oily tonge, 

Before going to the bank where he wish- 
ed the check cashed the drummer would 
take the precaution to work up an acquaint- 
ance with some of the prominent citizens 
of the place. That is where the Hon. Bob 
Lewis, of Sparta, came near being caught. 

Then he would go to the bank and put 
up a check on an Atlanta bank. Thus far 
two checks have shown up. One was on 
the Atlanta Trust and Banking Company 
and the other on the Exchange bank. 

The drummer would supplement the let- 
ter recommending him by some local en- 
dorser. hTe check cashed, the crook would 
skip to the next town, where he registered 
under a different name. 

The Banks Notified. 

While the officers are working on the 
case, the banks in Atlanta have taken 
action and mailed circulars to the different 
banks throughout the state notifying them 
to be on the lookout for a man named 
Sterne, who is recommended through a 
corcern purporting to be the R. Rose Liquor 
Company. 

Mr. Rose Knew Him Not. 

“Of course,” said Mr. R. M. Rose yester- 
day, “I know no such man as Sterne or 
any other man in the capacity he repre- 
sents, as we have no solicitors. I am sure 
the headquarters of the gang, for the af- 
fair requires more persons than one, are in 
this city, but where is the question.” 

Where He Touched Bob Lewis. 

Senator Lewis, who was in Atlanta sev- 
eral days ago, said that he came very 
near being caught by the traveling fake. 

‘The rascal came near catching me for a 
sucker,” said Colonel Lewis. He came to 
Sparta and navigat about there for two 
or three days. I was introduced to him, I 
think, as Strause. He was a smooth talker 
and dressed tip top. I was standing in a 
store one day when he walked up and 
asked if I would endorse a check for him. 
I was busy at the time and declined. The 
fellow went down the street and got a 
barkeeper té play sucker. He was a Jew, 
too, and got it in the neck.” 

Where the drummer is now is a question 
that the Atlanta officers would like to 
know, but he has been tracked through 
Warrenton, Sparta, Tennille and Augpsta.

KEEP WHISKY OFF THE GROUNDS. 


They Present a Huge Petition and Make 
Speeches to the Board—The Peti- 
tion Referred to a Committee. 


A huge petition, eight yards long and 
pearing 1,600 names, was unrolled before the 
exposition board yesterday afternoon and 
its prayer was that the beverage of the 
great exposition be water—simply water. 

It was just before the board adjourned. 
The question of staining or not staining the 
shingles to be put on the exposition build- 
ings was under discussion. Mr, Walter 
Cooper stepped in and handed President 


Collier a note. 

“I have just received,” said Mr, Collier, 
glancing down at the note, “a request that 
the ladies of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union be given a hearing before the 
board,”’ 

It was moved that the hearing be given. 
The ladies were escorted in, headed by Mrs. 
M,. L. McLendon. 

Mrs. McLendon placed the big petition on 
the table before the board. 

“Our organization,” said she, addressing 
the board, ‘“‘feels a great interest in every- 
thing that affects the welfare of this city, 
We want the good morals of the city pro- 
tected, We want to see the exposition made 
@ great success and we are anxious that 
nothing that will be harmful or hurtful to 
the morals of the people who will attend 
be allowed on the grounds. 

“The local Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union has passed resolutions request- 
ing the management of the exposition to al- 
low no intoxicating beverages sold on the 
grounds. The selling of whisky could result 
in nothing but evil to the visitors and we 
are anxious that the board decide not to 
allow its sale on the grounds. I would 
like to say more on the subject, but will 
leave with you this petition bearing 1,600 
names and introduce to you Mrs. Parks, 
who will talk to you on the subject.” 

Mrs, Parks arose and went right to the 
heart of the subject at once. 

“At the world’s Columbian exposition,”’ 
she said, ‘‘the sale of whisky was prevented 
on the grounds with one exception, That 
one exception was the cafes, and this con- 
cession opened the way for a limitless vio- 
lation of the law, Law breaking is a char- 
acteristic of the liquor. traffic wherever 
found. The sale of whisky over bars was not 
allowed on the grounds,”’ 

Mrs. Parks argued against allowing whis- 
ky sold on the grounds of the Atlanta expo- 
sition, pointing out the evils that would 
come of it, She said that the names on the 
petition could have been multiplied ten 
times had sufficient time been given to the 
matter, 

The ladies thanked the board for their 
courtesy and withdrew. 

“What will you do with the petition, gen- 
tlemen?” asked President Collier. 

“It strikes me,”’ said Mr, Cabaniss, “‘that 
this matter has been before us and that it 
has been referred to the committee on con- 
cessions, This should take the same di- 
rection.” 

“‘We have no committee on temperance,” 
said a director. The paper was referred to 
the committee on concessions and priv- 
ileges for action. 

President Collier stated that he had just 
received a big offer for the privilege of 
selling beer on the exposition grounds from 
the present until the day of the opening of 
the exposition. It was also reported that the 
Moerlein Brewing Company had applied for 
space for an exhibit and purposed making a 
splendid one. 

The beer matter and other matters went 
over for later action.

The Petition of the State and County to 
Collect Back Taxes 


FROM THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC ROAD 


An Order Is Asked Requiring Receiver 
Stah)man to Pay $21,000—To Be 
Heard Saturday W eek. 


A petition was filed in the United States 
court yesterday morning by L. Z. Rosser, 
the county attorney, praying for an order 
of the court requiring E, B, Stahinian, re- 
ceiver for the lessees of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, to pay into the county 
treasury $20,152, for state and county taxes 
unpaid. : 

The alleged default of the lessees in fail- 
ing to return the property of the road for 
taxation, runs back for a period of four 
years and subjects them, under the opera- 
tion of the law, to the penalty of double 
taxation. 

The actual amount of the road's deficien- 
cy in the payment of taxes to the state and 
county is $10,076; but this sum is doubled 
by reason of the failure of the lessees to 
make a return of the property. 

This petition was-filed by the county at- 
torney yesterday morning. It isin the na- 
ture of a sequel to the application of Mr. 
Julius L, Brown, attorney for the Western 
and Atlantic road, asking for the payment 
of his professional fee of $50,000. On the in- 
vestigation of the issue as to whether or not 
the services of Mr, Brown were worth this 
amount it was discovered incidentally by 
Mr. Rosser that the road was in default for 
taxes. , 

The petition filed in the clerk’s office yes- 
terday morning, contained a lot of interest- 
ing information in regard to the status of 
the road.

Sugar Monopolized the Dealings on the 
Stock Exchange, the Close Snowing 
an Advance of 3 3-8 Per Cent.

New York, March 7.—American Sugar 
monopolized the dealings at the steck ex- 
change, the stock figuring fur 153,100 shares 
In a total of 262,(65 shares for the entire list. 
At times the excitement ran high, and big 
biccks of the stock changed hands with 


gicat frequency. One house bought 6,000 


shares and a half dozen or so other firms 
handled lots of 2,000 to 5,000 shares, ‘The 
stock opened at 91% and then rose to 2 
om the advance in .the price of refined of 
1-16 of a cent per pounds, The rise brevught 
out heavy offerings and a reaction to 91% 
followed. Brokers credited with acting for 
insiders were given up as sellers, probably 
for the purpose of throwing the traders off 
the scent. It was soon discovered, how- 
ever, that certain capitalists closely affiliat- 
ed with lower Wall street interests, under 
cover of these sales, were using other firms 
to accumulate the stock. When the bears, 
who have been pounding away at the stock 
for days, found this out, there was a rush 
to cover which developed into a perfect 
scramble when it was announced that the 
directors had deciared the usual dividends 
of 3 per cent on the common and 1% on the 
preferred. The arch-manipulators in the 


stock succeeded in covering their tracks | 


pretty wells but enough leaked out to con- 
vince the street that the directors have 
been working at cross purposes for :‘ome 
time on the dividend qnestion, and the 
Havemeyer party has coyfte out ahead, 
usual. While nothing definite is known, Ahe 
impression is that the Brooklyn contingent 
favored a reduction eng dividend/ rate,

A very crestfallen “‘jolly jack tar” drop- 
ped anchor in city court harbor yesterday 
morning, and after receiving instructions, 
Struck his colors, raised a jury mast and 
set sail for port stockade. : 

The name of the sailor was John Fitz- 
patrick, English born and raised, and but 
late a deserter from an English ship which 
was at Savannah some days ago, Fitzpat- 
rick came into court in a very unseaman- 
like fashion. He was a signal failure as 
a Stage star. He did not hitch his trousers 
nor did he use a single nautical expression 
when telling of his troubles, He was every 
inch a sailor in appearance, however, He 
had the English accent and told his story 
in a straightforward manner: 

Fitzpatrick was charged with Jarceny from 
the house, He stole a pair of shoes from a 
Decatur street merehant, He was walking 
along Decatur street and saw a large box 
of shoes. No one appeared to be watching 
over it and he took two of them and saun- 
tered away, Fitzpatrick explained~that he 
had been in hard luck for a long while, 
and this statement was given donble force 
from the fact that the shoes he took were 
not mates. He was fined $75 and costs, with 
the choice of nine months in the chaingang. 

Sailor Fitzpatrick explained that life on 
board a ship Was not what landlubbers sup- 
posed it to be, He shipped before the mast 
when quite a youngster and worked drearily 
away at it because he had to, This was 
the beginning, Then he kept at it because 
he could get nothing better, He determined 
however, to get to America and stay here. 
He deserted his ship in Savannah and walk- 
ed out of the city to a nearby station be- 
fore boarding the train, He would now 
like to be back on the ship, but the winds 
are unfavorable for a voyage in that direc- 
tion. At present Fitzpatrick will drift with 
the gulf stream. 

Stole a Wagon Load of Coal. 

Thomas Stalsworth, who was charged 
with simple larceny, was found guilty yes- 
terday before Judge Westmoreland and sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $100 or serve twelve 
months in the chaingang. 

During the exceeding cold weather Stals- 
worth knew that coal was in demand. He 
wént to a car on the Southern railway 
tracks and took a wagon load. His arrest 
followed and he was tried yesterday with 
the result given. 

She Took Coal, Also. 

Lucy Stevens, who was charged with 
simple larceny, was found guilty yesterday 
and was fined an amount -which is sixty 
times the value of what she stole, She was 
charged with having stolen 25 cents worth 
of coal and when found guilty was fined $15 
or two months in the chaingang. 

Just Kept on Plowing. 

A witness named William Johnson was 
fined $3 and costs yesterday for contempt 
of court, He was subpoenaed as a witness 
in Judge Westmoreland’s éourt, Johnson ex- 
plained that somebody told him ‘‘to Keep on 
plowing’ and that he did. 

Some of the Other Cases. 

Stafe Amos was fined $40, including costs, 
for carrying concealed weapons. 

Fred Sullivan, chatged with larceny from 
the house, was fined $50, with the privilege 
of taking it in a sentence of six months in 
the chaingang. 

Bud Brown was found guilty of larceny 
from the house yesterday before Judge 
Westmoreland, He was charged with steal- 
ing a hat. Judge Westmoreland fined him 
$50 or nine months in the chaingang.

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OFFICER COUGLER FOUND GUILTY. 


E. A. Hicks Charged Him with False 

Imprisonment Two Years Ago. 

Judge Westmoreland held yesterday that 
an officer of the law has no right to ar- 
rest a man on suspicion, and that he has 
no right to make an arrest of a man un- 
less he has a warrant, except in instances 
where that man is a fugitive from justice, 
and that then a warrant must be sworn 
out as soon after the arrest as possible, 
or where the culprit is detected in the act. 

This decision of Judge Westmoreland was 
brought out in a charge to the jury in the 
case of the state against Cougler ‘for false 
imprisonment, in which Officer Cougler 
was found guilty and fined $5 and costs. 

Assistant City Attorney Colville said that 
he would inform the police commissioners 
in order that they might issue instructions 
in accordance with the views expressed by 
Judge Westmoreland in his charge. It is 
not infrequently that men are arrested 
and held on suspicion. No warrants are 
sworn out, but when they are suspicious 
characters they are kept until there can 
be an investigation of their habits and as- 
sociates. 

In September of 1893, West End was not 
a part of Atlanta. During that fall some 
carpenters were at work in a house in 
West End. Two men by the names of E. 
A. Hicks and Mashburn came by and 
asked for work, going through the house. 
A little later one of the carpenters went 
to his vest to look at his watch and found 
that it W&s missing. He had looked at it 
just before Mashburn and Hicks went into 
the house. Naturally his suspicions were 
directed toward them. He notified Officer 
Bailey, of the West End police force, and 
that officer traced the two men into the 
city, where his jurisdiction ceased. He then 
went to Captain Crim“and told him of the 
affair. Captain Crim told Bailey to induce 
the two men to come to police head- 
quarters. 

As the alleged crime had been committed 
in West End, the Atlanta police force had 
no right to make the arrest without a 
warrant. Officer Bailey, accompanied by 
the man Wose watch was stolen, went in 
search Of Mashburn and Hicks. Mash- 
burn was found, but the officer decided 
that he was not the guilty man. Soon 
Hicks was espied and pointed out~ to 
Officer Cougler, who was told of the cir-
